Mark 9:47-50

The Parable of the Rich Man and Lazarus is one of the

mercy. 


The rich man’s plea for relief highlights his realisation of 
his dire circumstances and his desire for respite from 
torment. He begs Abraham to send Lazarus to cool his 
tongue with a drop of water. However, Abraham explains 
that a great chasm separates them, indicating that once the 
final judgment has been made, there is no opportunity for 


redemption or reconciliation. 


In a poignant moment, the rich man shifts his focus from 
his own suffering to concern for his five brothers who are 
still living. He implores Abraham to send Lazarus back 
from the dead to warn his brothers, hoping they will avoid 
his fate. Abraham, however, reminds him that his brothers 


have the teachings of Moses and the prophets to guide 


them. The rich man insists that if someone were to rise 
from the dead, his brothers would surely repent. Yet, 
Abraham solemnly concludes that even the miraculous 
resurrection of the dead would not convince those who 


refuse to heed the wisdom already available to them. 


The Parable of the Rich Man and Lazarus carries 
profound implications. It underscores the importance of 
compassion and empathy toward others, regardless of their 
social status or circumstances. It warns against the dangers 
of greed and neglecting the needs of the less fortunate. 
Furthermore, it emphasises the eternal consequences of 


our actions and the urgency of heeding divine wisdom. 


This parable challenges listeners to reflect on their own 
lives and priorities. It calls for a transformation of heart 
and a commitment to living a life characterised by love, 
mercy, and righteousness. In doing so, one can find true 
fulfilment and ultimately inherit the eternal blessings

He said: “A man of noble birth went to a distant country to have 
himself appointed king and then to return. So he called ten of his 


servants and gave them ten minas. Put this money to work,’ he 


said, until I come back.’ 


Luke 19:12—13 


The Parable of the Talents or Minas, as recounted in 


both Matthew 25:14-30 and Luke 19:12-27, is a 
profound teaching by Jesus that provides valuable insights 
into stewardship, accountability, and the kingdom of God. 
Through the analogy of a master entrusting his servants 
with varying amounts of money, this parable offers 
profound lessons about how we are to use the resources 


and abilities that God has given us. 


In the parable, a wealthy man goes on a journey and 
entrusts his possessions to his servants. To one servant, he 
gives five talents (or minas), to another two, and to a third, 
he gives one, each according to their ability. The servants 


who received five and two talents immediately set out to 


invest and trade with them, doubling their master’s 
investment. However, the servant who received only one 


talent buried it in the ground for safekeeping. 


Upon the master’s return, he settles accounts with his 
servants. The servants who had multiplied their talents are 
commended and rewarded, while the one who buried his 
talent is condemned for his lack of initiative and 
faithfulness. The master takes the talent from the 
unfaithful servant and gives it to the one who had ten 
talents, illustrating the principle that to everyone who has, 
more will be given, but to those who do not have, even 


what they have will be taken away. 
This parable illustrates several important principles: 


1. Stewardship: The master expects his servants to manage 
his resources wisely in his absence. Similarly, God has 
entrusted each of us with time, talents, and resources, and 


we are called to steward them faithfully for His purposes. 


2. Accountability: The master holds his servants 
accountable for how they use the talents entrusted to 
them. Likewise, God will hold us accountable for how we 


use the gifts and opportunities He has given us. 


3. Faithfulness: The servants who invested and multiplied 
their talents demonstrate faithfulness and diligence in 
carrying out their master’s instructions. Conversely, the 
servant who buried his talent shows a lack of faith and 


initiative. 


4. Reward and Punishment: The master rewards the 
faithful servants with greater responsibility and 
commendation, while the unfaithful servant faces 


condemnation and punishment for negligence. 


5. Kingdom Principle: The parable reflects broader 
principles of the kingdom of God, where faithfulness and 
diligence are rewarded, and where each person is 


accountable for their actions and choices. 


Overall, the Parable of the Talents or Minas challenges 
believers to use their God-given gifts and resources wisely 
and faithfully, to invest them in ways that honour God 
and advance His kingdom. It reminds us that our actions 
and choices have consequences, and that ultimately, we 
will be called to give an account for how we have used 


what God has entrusted to us.

Jesus told his disciples: “There was a rich man whose manager 
was accused of wasting his possessions. So he called him in and 
asked him, "What is this I hear about you? Give an account of 


your management, because you cannot be a manager any longer.’ 


Luke 16:1-2 


The Parable of the Unjust Steward, found in Luke 


16:1-13, is one of Jesus’ most puzzling and challenging 
teachings. It tells the story of a rich man who discovers 
that his steward is wasting his possessions. In response, the 
rich man confronts the steward, demanding an account of 
his management and subsequently dismissing him from 
his position. Faced with the prospect of unemployment 
and unable to perform manual labour or beg, the steward 


devises a shrewd plan to secure his future. 


The steward decides to act deceitfully, reducing the debts 
owed by his master’s debtors in order to win their favour 
and ensure his own well-being after he loses his job. By 


forgiving a portion of their debts, he earns the gratitude of 


these debtors, who may be inclined to help him in return 


once he is no longer employed by the rich man. 


Surprisingly, rather than condemning the steward’s 
dishonesty, the rich man commends him for his astuteness. 
Jesus concludes the parable by highlighting the steward’s 
actions as an example of worldly wisdom, contrasting it 
with the behaviour of the “children of light” who often fail 
to display similar cunning in pursuing their spiritual 


interests. 


Interpreting this parable presents several challenges due to 
its seemingly contradictory message. However, several key 


themes emerge: 


1. Resourcefulness: The steward’s actions demonstrate 
resourcefulness and cunning in the face of adversity. He 
uses his wits to secure his future, even if it means resorting 


to dishonesty. 


2. Stewardship: The parable underscores the importance 
of wise stewardship, both in managing material wealth and 
in leveraging resources for spiritual gain. The steward’s 
actions, though morally dubious, reflect his understanding 


of the value of relationships and strategic planning. 


3. Accountability: The parable emphasises the 
accountability that individuals have for their actions and 
the consequences of their choices.

5. Mammon vs. God: The parable concludes with Jesus 
warning against serving two masters — God and 
Mammon (wealth). It underscores the incompatibility of 
pursuing material gain at the expense of spiritual integrity 


and devotion to God.

While the steward’s actions may seem ethically

In the ancient Near East, where Jesus lived 
and taught, building a house on a firm foundation was 
crucial for its stability and durability. The image of a house 
built on rock symbolises a life rooted in obedience to Jesus’ 
teachings and a firm relationship with God. On the other 
hand, constructing a house without a foundation 
represents a life built on superficiality, disobedience, and a 


lack of spiritual grounding. 


The climax of the parable occurs when a flood arises and 
the stream breaks against both houses. While the house 
built on the rock stands firm against the onslaught of the 
floodwaters, the house without a foundation collapses 
under the pressure, resulting in great ruin. This vivid 
imagery underscores the ultimate outcome of obedience 


versus disobedience to Jesus’ words. 


The message of the parable is clear: those who hear and 
obey Jesus’ teachings are likened to the wise builder, whose 
life is anchored in faith and resilience. They may 


encounter trials and challenges, represented by the flood, 


but their foundation remains unshaken. Conversely, those 
who hear but disregard Jesus’ words are akin to the foolish 
builder, whose life is characterised by instability and 
vulnerability. When adversity strikes, their lack of 


foundation leads to catastrophic consequences. 


Beyond its literal interpretation, the Parable of the Wise 
and the Foolish Builders holds profound spiritual truths 
applicable to all aspects of life. It challenges believers to 
examine the foundations upon which they build their 
lives: Are they rooted in obedience to Jesus’ teachings and 
a relationship with God, or are they built on worldly 


pursuits and superficiality? 


Moreover, the parable serves as a warning against mere lip 
service or outward expressions of faith without 
corresponding actions. Jesus’ question, “Why do you call 
me, ‘Lord, Lord,’ and don't do the things which I say?” 
underscores the hypocrisy of claiming allegiance to Him

Mark 4:26-27 


Tre Parable of the Growing Seed, as narrated in the 
Gospel of Mark (4:26-29), provides a vivid illustration of 


the mysterious and miraculous nature of the kingdom of 
God.

The landowner symbolises God, who expects His 
creation to fulfil its purpose and bring forth righteousness

The repeated visits of the landowner to the fig tree over 
three years signify God’s persistent call to repentance and 
transformation. Despite the tree’s lack of fruitfulness, the 
landowner’s patience and willingness to give it another 
chance reflect God’s desire for repentance and spiritual 


renewal. 


The vineyard keeper’s intercession on behalf of the fig tree 
highlights the role of Jesus as the mediator between God 
and humanity. His plea for mercy embodies God’s grace 
and compassion towards sinners, offering them the 


opportunity to repent and turn back to Him. 


The vineyard keeper’s proposal of digging around the 
tree’s roots and fertilising it represents the means of grace 
and spiritual disciplines through which God nurtures and 
cultivates spiritual growth in His people. It underscores 
the importance of repentance, prayer, and obedience in 


producing spiritual fruit.

I Parable of the Wedding Feast, as recounted in the 
Gospel of Matthew (22:1-14), offers profound insights 


into the nature of God’s kingdom and the response of 
humanity to His invitation. In this allegorical tale, Jesus 
uses the imagery of a royal wedding feast to convey 
spiritual truths about salvation, rejection, and the 


importance of readiness. 


The parable begins with a king who prepares a grand 
wedding feast for his son. He sends out invitations to those 
who are originally invited, but they refuse to come. 
Despite the king’s gracious invitation and the lavish 
preparations made for the feast, the guests show disregard 


and indifference. They prioritise their own interests — 


farming, business, and even violence against the king’s 


messengers — over attending the wedding celebration. 


The king’s response to their rejection is swift and severe. 
He not only sends out his armies to punish the murderers 
among the invitees but also destroys their city. This action 
symbolises God’s judgment on those who reject His 
invitation to enter into relationship with Him and 


participate in His kingdom. 


Undeterred by the initial refusal, the king extends his 
invitation to a broader audience, sending his servants to 
the streets and highways to gather people, both good and 
bad, to fill the wedding hall. This illustrates God’s 
inclusive invitation to salvation, which extends to all 
people regardless of their background, status, or past 


actions. 


However, the parable takes a surprising turn when the 
king discovers a guest at the feast who is not wearing 
wedding attire. This guest represents those who respond 
to God’s invitation but do not meet the requirements of 
true repentance and transformation. In ancient Jewish 
culture, wedding garments were provided by the host as a 
sign of honour and respect for the occasion. By refusing to 


wear the provided garment, the guest displays a lack of 


appreciation for the king’s generosity and an attitude of 


self-sufficiency. 


The king’s response to this guest underscores the 
importance of genuine repentance and readiness to receive 
God’s grace. He is cast out into the outer darkness, where 
there is weeping and gnashing of teeth — a place 
symbolising separation from God's presence and the 


consequences of unrepentant sin. 


Through the Parable of the Wedding Feast, Jesus teaches 


several key lessons: 


1. God’s invitation to salvation is open to all, but it 
requires a response of faith and obedience. 

2. Rejection of God's invitation carries severe 
consequences, including judgment and separation from 
Him. 

3. Salvation is not merely a matter of outward acceptance 


but requires genuine repentance and a transformed heart. 


The Parable of the Wedding Feast serves as a powerful 
reminder of the importance of responding to God’s 
invitation with humility, readiness, and genuine 
repentance. It calls believers to examine their hearts and 


ensure that they are clothed in the righteousness of Christ 


as they await the ultimate wedding feast — the marriage 


supper of the Lamb.

“Listen to another parable: There was a landowner who planted 
a vineyard. He put a wall around it, dug a winepress in it and 
built a watchtower. Then he rented the vineyard to some farmers 
and moved to another place. When the harvest time approached, 


he sent his servants to the tenants to collect his frutt. 


Matthew 21:33-34 


The Parable of the Wicked Husbandmen is one of the 


powerful teachings of Jesus, found in the Gospel of 
Matthew (21:33-44). In this parable, Jesus uses vivid 
imagery to convey profound spiritual truths about God’s 
relationship with His people and the consequences of 


rejecting His messengers. 


The story begins with a landowner who plants a vineyard, 
surrounds it with a hedge, digs a winepress, and builds a 
tower — symbolising meticulous care and investment in 
the vineyard’s success. He then leases it to tenants and 


travels to another country. This narrative mirrors God’s 


relationship with Israel, with the vineyard representing

When the time for harvest arrives, the landowner sends his 
servants to collect the fruit. However, the tenants mistreat 
and even kill the servants sent by the landowner. This 
reflects the prophets sent by God to Israel throughout its 
history, who were often rejected, persecuted, and even 


killed by the religious leaders and people. 


Despite the violence against his servants, the landowner 
shows remarkable patience and sends more servants, 
hoping they will be respected. Yet, they face the same fate 
as the previous messengers. Finally, the landowner sends 
his son, thinking the tenants will surely respect him. 
However, the wicked tenants see an opportunity to seize 
the inheritance and kill the son, thinking they will claim 


the vineyard for themselves. 


In this parable, Jesus predicts His own rejection and 
crucifixion by the religious leaders of Israel. The religious 
leaders, who should have recognized Jesus as the Messiah, 
instead plot to kill Him out of jealousy and fear of losing 
their power and authority. By rejecting and killing the 


landowner’s son, they seal their own fate. 


Jesus then poses a question to his listeners: What will the 
landowner do to those wicked tenants when he returns? 
The listeners respond correctly that the landowner will 
destroy those wicked men and lease the vineyard to others 


who will give him the fruit in its season. 


Through this parable, Jesus reveals a profound truth: 
God’s judgment will come upon those who reject His 
messengers and His Son. The religious leaders of Israel, 
who should have been faithful stewards of God’s vineyard, 
will be replaced by others who will produce fruit for God’s 
kingdom. 


Furthermore, Jesus quotes Psalm 118:22-23, referring to 
Himself as the stone rejected by the builders that becomes 
the cornerstone. He warns that those who reject Him will 
be broken, but those on whom the stone falls will be 


scattered as dust. 


The Parable of the Wicked Husbandmen serves as a 
warning against spiritual pride, rejection of God's 
messengers, and refusal to acknowledge Jesus as the 
cornerstone of faith. It challenges believers to faithfully 
steward the gifts and opportunities given by God, 
producing fruit for His kingdom.

This parable illustrates several key principles about the 
Kingdom of Heaven. Firstly, it emphasises God’s grace and 
generosity. The landowner’s actions symbolise God’s 
willingness to extend his grace to all, regardless of their 
past or present circumstances. In God’s Kingdom, 
everyone has the opportunity to receive his abundant 
blessings, regardless of when they come to faith or begin to 


serve him. 


Secondly, the parable challenges human notions of fairness 
and entitlement. The workers who were hired first 
represent those who have faithfully served God for a long 


time. Their reaction reflects a mindset focused on merit

“Which of them will love him more?” Simon answers 
correctly, acknowledging that the one forgiven the greater 


debt will demonstrate greater love. 


Jesus uses this parable to highlight the contrast between 
the woman’s actions and Simon’s response. Despite 
Simon’s outward piety, he fails to show Jesus the 
customary acts of hospitality, such as providing water for 
his feet or greeting him with a kiss. In contrast, the sinful 
woman lavishes Jesus with love and adoration, 
demonstrating her profound gratitude for the forgiveness 


she has received. 


Jesus concludes by drawing attention to the woman’s 
actions, declaring that her many sins have been forgiven 
because of her great love. He contrasts her love with 


Simon’s lack thereof, suggesting that those who recognize 


the extent of their forgiveness will respond with deep love 


and gratitude. 


The Parable of the Two Debtors serves as a powerful 
reminder of the transformative power of forgiveness and 
the depth of love it inspires. It challenges listeners to reflect 
on their own attitudes towards forgiveness and love, 
prompting them to consider whether they have truly 
grasped the extent of God’s mercy towards them. 
Moreover, it exposes the danger of self-righteousness and 
highlights the importance of humility and compassion in 


our interactions with others.

The people accused John of having a demon because of his 
austere lifestyle, and they labelled Jesus as a glutton and a 
drunkard because of his association with tax collectors and 
sinners. These accusations reveal the people’s refusal to 
accept the truth, their propensity to judge based on 
outward appearances, and their rejection of God’s 


messengers. 


However, Jesus concludes the parable with a profound 
statement: “But wisdom is justified by her children.” This 
statement suggests that the wisdom of God’s ways and the 
authenticity of his messengers are ultimately vindicated by 
the results they produce.

To some who were confident of their own righteousness and looked 
down on everyone else, Jesus told this parable: “Two men went up 


to the temple to pray, one a Pharisee and the other a tax collector. 


Luke 18:9-10 


The Parable of the Pharisee and the Publican, found in 
the Gospel of Luke (18:9-14), serves as a profound 


illustration of humility, repentance, and the true nature of 
righteousness in the eyes of God. Through the contrast 
between the self-righteous Pharisee and the humble tax 
collector, Jesus delivers a timeless message about the 
importance of genuine repentance and the dangers of 


spiritual pride. 


In the parable, Jesus addresses those who trust in their own 
righteousness and look down on others with disdain. He 
describes two men who go up to the temple to pray: a 


Pharisee, known for his strict adherence to religious laws 


and practices, and a tax collector, regarded as a sinner and 


traitor by society. 


The Pharisee stands boldly before God and offers a prayer 
of self-congratulation, listing his righteous deeds and 
comparing himself favourably to others. He thanks God 
that he is not like the extortioners, the unjust, the 
adulterers, or even the tax collector standing nearby. He 
boasts of his religious observances, such as fasting twice a 


week and giving tithes of all his income. 


In contrast, the tax collector stands at a distance, humbly 
acknowledging his unworthiness before God. He does not 
dare to lift his eyes to heaven but beats his chest in 


penitence and cries out, “God, be merciful to me, a sinner!” 


Jesus concludes the parable by affirming that it was the tax 
collector, not the Pharisee, who went home justified before 
God. He explains that everyone who exalts himself will be 
humbled, but those who humble themselves will be 


exalted. 


Through this parable, Jesus challenges his listeners to 
examine their hearts and attitudes towards God and 
others. He exposes the dangers of spiritual pride and 


self-righteousness, emphasising that true righteousness is 


not found in outward acts of religious devotion or moral 
superiority, but in genuine humility and repentance before 


God. 


The Parable of the Pharisee and the Publican highlights 
the transformative power of humility and repentance in 
the life of a believer. It teaches us that God values a 
contrite heart and a humble spirit more than religious 
rituals or outward displays of piety. It reminds us that 
salvation is not earned through our own merits or good 
works, but through the grace and mercy of God, which is 
freely available to all who humbly seek it. 


As followers of Christ, we are called to emulate the 
attitude of the tax collector, recognizing our own 
sinfulness and inadequacy before God and relying 
completely on His mercy and forgiveness. May we humble 
ourselves before God, confessing our sins and seeking His 
grace, knowing that it is through humility and repentance 
that we find true righteousness and reconciliation with our 


Heavenly Father.

Lessons of Readiness and Spiritual 
Preparedness 
At that time the kingdom of heaven will be like ten virgins who 
took their lamps and went out to meet the bridegroom. Five of 
them were foolish and five were wise. The foolish ones took their 
lamps but did not take any oil with them. The wise ones, however, 
took oil in jars along with their lamps. The bridegroom was a 


long time in coming, and they all became drowsy and fell asleep. 


Luke 18:9-10 


The Parable of the Ten Virgins, found in Matthew 


25:1-13, is a powerful story that Jesus shared to teach His 
disciples and followers about the importance of being 
prepared for His second coming and the need to live lives 


of readiness and watchfulness. 


In this parable, Jesus compares the kingdom of heaven to 
ten virgins who took their lamps and went out to meet the 
bridegroom. Five of them were wise, carrying extra oil for 


their lamps, while the other five were foolish, not having 


made adequate preparations. As they waited for the 
bridegroom, they all fell asleep. 


At midnight, the cry rang out, “Here is the bridegroom! 
Come out to meet him!” The virgins woke up and trimmed 
their lamps, but the foolish ones realised that their oil was 
running out. They asked the wise virgins for oil, but they 
replied that there might not be enough for all of them and 


advised them to go and buy more. 


While the foolish virgins went to buy oil, the bridegroom 
arrived, and those who were ready went in with him to the 
wedding banquet. When the foolish virgins returned, the 
door was already shut, and they were denied entry. They 
pleaded with the bridegroom, but he replied, “T tell you the 
truth, I don’t know you.” 


This parable carries profound spiritual lessons. It 
highlights the importance of preparedness and the need to 
live lives of readiness and watchfulness in light of Christ’s 
return. The bridegroom represents Jesus, who will return 
one day to gather His faithful followers and bring them 


into the eternal wedding feast of His kingdom. 


The oil in the lamps symbolises the Holy Spirit and the 


spiritual preparedness required to enter the kingdom of 


heaven. The wise virgins, who had extra oil, represent 
those who are diligent in their faith, continually seeking 
the presence and guidance of the Holy Spirit. They are 
spiritually prepared, watchful, and ready for the 


bridegroom’s arrival. 


On the other hand, the foolish virgins represent those who 
are spiritually unprepared, lacking the oil of the Holy 
Spirit in their lives. They were not watchful, nor did they 
make the necessary preparations. Their plea to the wise 
virgins for oil reveals their recognition of their lack, but it 
was too late. Their unpreparedness led to their exclusion 


from the wedding feast. 


The parable serves as a call for believers to be vigilant and 
ready for Christ’s return. It emphasises the importance of 
cultivating a personal relationship with God, seeking His 
guidance and filling our lives with the presence of the Holy 
Spirit. It is a reminder to prioritise spiritual preparedness 
and not to delay or take for granted the urgency of being 


ready to meet the Lord. 


Additionally, the parable warns against complacency and 
procrastination in matters of faith. It reminds us that we 
cannot rely on the spiritual preparedness of others but 


must each take responsibility for our own readiness. The 


plea of the foolish virgins to the wise ones to share their oil 
shows that personal faith and spiritual preparedness 


cannot be borrowed or acquired at the last moment. 


The Parable of the Ten Virgins teaches us about the 
importance of spiritual preparedness, watchfulness, and 
readiness for the return of Christ. It calls us to prioritise 
our relationship with God, seek the filling of the Holy 
Spirit, and live lives of vigilance and faithfulness. May we 
heed the lessons of this parable and be found ready when 
the bridegroom comes to gather His faithful ones into the 


eternal joy of His kingdom.

An Invitation to Divine Feast by 
Embracing Grace, Inclusivity, and Priorities 


“Blessed is the one who will eat at the feast in the kingdom of 
God.” 


Luke 14:15 


Reading from the Gospel of Luke, Jesus shares a 


powerful parable known as the Great Banquet (Luke 
14:15-24). Through this narrative, He conveys profound 
truths about the Kingdom of God, the nature of Divine 


invitation, and the response expected from those invited. 


The parable begins with a regal man hosting a great 
banquet and sending out invitations to His guests. 
However, as the banquet approaches, those invited begin 
to make excuses. One says he has bought a field and must 
go see it, another mentions he has bought five yoke of oxen 
and needs to test them, and yet another claims he has just 
gotten married. Each excuse, though seemingly legitimate, 
reflects misplaced priorities and a lack of urgency to 


respond to the invitation. 


Faced with the rejection of the initial invitees, the Host 
instructs His servants to go out into the streets and alleys 
and invite the poor, the crippled, the blind, and the lame 
— those who are often overlooked and marginalised. 
These unexpected guests eagerly accept the invitation, 


filling the banquet hall. 


This parable reflects the broader theme found throughout 
Jesus’ teachings — the inclusive nature of the Kingdom of 
God. In the Kingdom, there is room for all, regardless of 
social status, wealth, or background. The invitation is 
extended to everyone, and those who respond with 


humility and openness are welcomed with open arms. 


Moreover, the parable highlights the importance of 
responding promptly and wholeheartedly to God’s 
invitation. The excuses given by the initial invitees serve as 
a warning against allowing earthly concerns and 
distractions to hinder our spiritual response. Jesus 
emphasises the urgency of accepting God’s invitation and 


prioritising the Kingdom above all else. 


Furthermore, the parable serves as a reminder of God’s 
p 
grace and mercy. Despite the rejection by the initial 


invitees, the host does not rescind the invitation but 


extends it even further to those considered unworthy by 
societal standards. This reflects God’s desire for all to 
experience the abundant life found in relationship with 


Him, regardless of past failures or shortcomings. 


Additionally, the parable challenges believers to examine 
their own hearts and motives. Are we eagerly accepting 
God’s invitation to the Kingdom, or are we allowing 
excuses and distractions to hinder our response? Are we 
actively seeking to share the message of God’s love and 
invitation with others, inviting them to experience the joy 


of fellowship with Him? 


The Parable of the Great Banquet encapsulates profound 
truths about the Kingdom of God and the nature of 
divine invitation. It calls believers to respond 
wholeheartedly, prioritise the Kingdom above earthly 
concerns, and extend God’s invitation to all. Through this 
parable, Jesus invites us to embrace the abundant life 
found in relationship with Him and participate in the 


ongoing work of His Kingdom on Earth. 


This parable unfolds as a narrative of a generous Host who 
prepares a lavish banquet and extends invitations to 


various guests. The richness of this parable lies not only in 


its narrative beauty but also in the profound spiritual 


truths it conveys. 


The parable begins with a good man who plans a great 
banquet, symbolising the kingdom of heaven. This Host is 
eager to share the abundance of his table with many, 
reflecting God’s desire to invite all people into His 
kingdom. The invitations are sent out, but as the story 
unfolds, a series of responses reveals the varied attitudes 


people have toward the invitation of God. 


One by one, the invited guests begin to decline, offering 
excuses. One person has bought a field, another has 
purchased oxen, and another has married. These excuses, 
though seemingly legitimate in the context of daily life, 
point to the worldly attachments and distractions that can 


hinder individuals from accepting the Divine invitation. 


In response to these refusals, the host instructs his servants 
to go out into the streets and alleys, compelling the poor, 
the crippled, the blind, and the lame to come in. This shift 
in the guest list reflects God’s inclusive love, reaching out 
to those who might be overlooked or marginalised in 
society. It communicates the idea that the kingdom of 
God is open to all, regardless of social status or worldly 


achievements. 


However, the host’s desire for a full banquet hall is still 
unmet, and he instructs his servants to go to the highways 
and hedges, compelling even more people to join the feast. 
This broadening of the invitation speaks to the 
expansiveness of God’s grace, extending to the farthest 


reaches to ensure that His table is filled. 


The parable concludes with a sobering note as the initial 
guests who declined the invitation find themselves 
excluded from the banquet. This serves as a warning about 
the consequences of rejecting God’s gracious call. It 
underscores the importance of recognizing and responding 
to the divine invitation when it is extended, rather than 


being preoccupied with worldly pursuits. 


The Great Banquet parable echoes themes found in other 
teachings of Jesus, emphasising humility, inclusivity, and 
the importance of prioritising the kingdom of God. It 
challenges listeners to evaluate their response to God’s 
invitation and consider whether they are allowing earthly 


concerns to hinder their participation in the Divine feast.

Ultimately, the Great Banquet parable encapsulates the 
heart of Jesus’ message — an invitation to partake in the 
abundant life offered by God’s kingdom.

Rire Parable which states “Take Heed What You Hear” 


is a concise yet profound teaching shared by Jesus, found 
in multiple Gospel accounts including Mark 4:24-25 and 
Luke 8:18. In this short but impactful parable, Jesus 
imparts a crucial lesson about the significance of 
discernment, responsibility, and the consequences of how 


we receive and respond to His teachings. 


The opening phrase, “Take heed what you hear,” serves as a 
directive for listeners to be mindful and discerning 
regarding the messages they receive. In a world inundated 
with information and voices clamouring for attention, 


Jesus emphasises the importance of discernment in 


distinguishing truth from falsehood, wisdom from folly. 
He urges His followers to carefully consider the sources 
and content of what they allow into their hearts and 
minds, knowing that what they hear has the power to 


shape their beliefs, attitudes, and actions. 


The subsequent statement, “With whatever measure you

measure, it will be measured to you,” underscores the 
principle of reciprocity in divine judgment. Jesus teaches 
that the standard by which individuals evaluate and 
respond to His teachings will ultimately determine the 
measure of blessing or accountability they receive. Those 
who approach His words with openness, humility, and 
obedience will receive abundant blessings and insights into 
the mysteries of the Kingdom. Conversely, those who are 


indifferent, sceptical, or resistant will find themselves 


lacking in spiritual understanding and growth. 


Furthermore, Jesus declares, “For whoever has, to him will 
more be given, and he who doesn’t have, even that which he 
has will be taken away from him.” This statement 
highlights the dynamic nature of spiritual growth and 
accountability. Those who possess a receptive heart and a 
willingness to heed Jesus’ teachings will continue to receive 


greater revelation and understanding of God’s truths. 


Their faithfulness and obedience create fertile ground for 


God’s blessings to abound in their lives. 


Conversely, individuals who stubbornly reject or neglect 
the truths revealed by Jesus will experience spiritual 
stagnation and loss. Even the little understanding or faith 
they may have will diminish over time as they distance 
themselves from the source of life and truth. This serves as 
a solemn warning against the dangers of spiritual 


complacency, apathy, and disobedience. 


The parable underscores the profound responsibility and 
privilege of hearing and responding to the Word of God. It 
challenges believers to cultivate a posture of receptivity, 
humility, and obedience in their relationship with Jesus. 
By embracing His teachings with open hearts and minds, 
they position themselves to receive abundant blessings, 


growth, and transformation in their spiritual journey. 


Moreover, this parable serves as a call to action for believers 
to actively engage with and apply the truths revealed by 
Jesus in their daily lives. It reminds them that hearing the 
Word without putting it into practice is futile and 
ultimately leads to spiritual barrenness. Therefore, Jesus 


urges His followers to not only hear but also to heed His 


teachings, allowing His words to take root and bear fruit 


in their lives. 


This Parable that states “Jake Heed What You Hear” 
invites believers to approach the Word of God with 
discernment, receptivity, and obedience. It emphasises the 
reciprocal nature of divine judgment and the dynamic 
relationship between spiritual growth and responsiveness 
to Jesus’ teachings. As followers of Christ, we are called to 
take heed of what we hear, to receive His Word with faith 
and obedience, and to allow it to transform our lives from 


the inside out.
